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Put End to Kidnapings 


Stand Fast, Rusk Says 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - 


Former Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk says the only way 
to block politically inspired 
kidnapers is to stand fast 
against their demands even if 
it imperils the lives of their 
I'ictims. 


It will prove still costlier in 


the end. Rusk said at a news 
conference Thursday, if such 
kidnapers are allowed to con- 
t i n u e wringing concessions 
from authorities. 


"We must show this kind of 


kidnaping does not pay re- 
sults," said Rusk. "This may 
be rough on a few people. It is 
possible it might cost a few 
lives." 


He was commenting on the 


freeing of British trade envoy 
James Cross in Montreal 


Thursday by separatist kid- 
napers who were allowed to 
fly to political asylum in 
Cuba. Canada had rejected 
greater demands and allowed 
the kidnapers to leave after 
surrounding the house where 
Cross was held. 


"Crucifying" Problem 


Rusk said the kidnaping of 


officials presents a govern- 
ment with a "crucifying kind 
of problem." 


He said that if a govern- 


ment decides to "accede to 
the demands, you run-the risk 
of 
extending 
the practice 


further." 


But at the same time, he 


said, you feel "an obligation 
to rescue." 


Rusk, now a professor of 


international law at the Uni- 


versity of Georgia was in 
Atlanta for an alumni meet- 
ing. 


Turning to another problem 


of o f f i c i a l conscience—the 
plight of U.S. prisoners of war 
held by North Vietnam—Rusk 
said the Johnson administra- 
tion had "thought about" con- 
ducting a raid like the one by 
U.S. commandoes recently on 
a prison camp near Hanoi.

of war were held in densely 
populated urban areas where 
such raids would be imprac- 
tical.

Cross Freed; In Excellent Health 


MONTREAL (AP) - British 


envoy James Richard Cross was 
freed today after spending 60 
days in a windowless room 
watched over around the clock 
by Quebec separatiomsts armed 
with submachine guns. 


Despite his long ordeal, a doc 


tor's report said Cross was "hi 
excellent" condition, except for 
the loss of 22 pounds due to the 
poor quality of food he was fed 


Cuban intermediaries handed 


Cross over after the Canadian 
government flew his captors to 
political asylum in Cuba. Cross 
was driven to the Jewish Gener- 
al Hospital for a checkup. 


In a taped interview on televi- 


sion, Cross declared: "It's al- 
most like being out of hell—per- 
haps purgatory would be a bet- 
ter expression.' 


He referred to all the days 


since his abduction Oct. 5 when 
he never saw the sun.

spade, East was forced to 
commit himself. If East ruff- 
ed, Von der Porten would 
discard another diamond and 
keep his queen of clubs.

At the table, East failed to 


ruff Von der Porten then 
discarded his queen of clubs 
a n d cross-ruffed 
diamonds 


and clubs for 10 tricks (four 
spades, two high hearts, four 
ruffs). 


East could have timed the 


defense to deny declarer any 
opportunity to make Ms con-

If declarer 


continued spades, East would 
win the ace and lead a third 
round to promote West's heart 
jack. 


If declarer played two high 


trumps 
before 
continuing 


spades, East, when in with 
the spade ace, would be able 
to cash his high trump, reduc- 
ing declarer's ability to cross- 
ruff. 


The lesson in today's hand 


often goes unnoticed" at the 
table. Note that the difference 
in timing required of both 
East and South seems a small 
matter. However, the rewards 
and penalties for such over- 
sights are often large.

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Women Leaders Vow to 'Get Smart' at Legislative Workshop

MADISON — Acting on the 


directive, "Don't get angry — 
get smart," the Governor's 
Commission on the Status of 
Women succeeded in attract- 
ing more than 120 men and 
women, including Gov. War- 
ren P. Knowles, to its first 
legislative workshop Thursday 
in Madison. 


In the one general resolu- 


tion of the day, participants 
voted to urge the new gover- 
nor, and the president, to 
follow that advice by includ- 
ing recommendations improv- 
ing the status of women in 
their January addresses. 


Originally spoken by Aileen 


Hernandez, president of the 
N a t i o n a l Organization for 
Women, the pithy injunction 
has served as the guiding 
inspiration during these last 
days of the commission before 
it expires when Gov. Knowles 
leaves office. 


Confident of Renewal 


Unofficially, 
Gov. - Elect 


Patrick J. Lucey has assured 
the commission of its recon- 
stitution, and the atmosphere 
was one of confidence in the 
future. But under the chair- 
manship of Mrs. William B. 
Smith. Madison, membership 
recently agreed the time to 
get smart was in early De- 


cember before the new legis- 
lature convenes. 


Hoping to share the wealth 


of wisdom and to establish a 
statewide network of commu- 
nication, the commission in- 
vited the leaders of women's 
organizations to hear legisla- 
tors, administrators, lobbyists 
and other experts discuss 
current issues of concern. 


Some, such as equal rights 


and responsibilities and fam- 
ily law and policy, have come 
to be regarded as staples on 
the women's rights agenda. 
Others, including pollution, 
tax reform, traffic 
safety, 


education and welfare, were 
given equal billing as high 
priority areas generally affec- 
ting everyone and specifically 
demanding the attention ot 
the largest voting bloc, name- 
ly, women. 


Praises State Efforts 


All will require legislation to 


effect change; thus the work- 
shop to provide the know-how 
and background information. 


Looking be>ond the confines 


of the daylong program, Gov. 
Knowles emphasized t h a t 
'•Public officials and citizens 
alike must explore every ave- 
nue of action that will provide 
women 
in Wisconsin with 


equal opportunity for full par- 
ticipation in society." 


Long a pacesetter in wom- 


en's rights, Wisconsin, he 
reminded the group, was the 
first state to ratify the Nine- 
teenth Amendment g i v i n g 
women the vote and the first 
state to enact equal rights 
legislation for women. More 
recently, Wisconsin received a 
special grant for the nation's 
first job-training apprentice- 
ship p r o g r a m to prepare 
women for meaningful em- 
ployment with a d e q u a t e 
wages, Knowles added. 


But still to be overcome are 


traditionally restrictive atti- 
tudes toward women, warned 
the Governor. 
Participation A Responsibility 


Asserting the old theory 


that a woman's place is in the 
home or the supermarket to 
be no longer valid, he said: 
"Women b e l o n g in our 
schools, in our corporations, 
in our legislative halls. They 
have a responsibility and an 
obligation to participate ac- 
tively in the decision making 
process of government that 
charts a direction and a 
future for themselves and 
their families." 


As evidence of his convic- 


tion Knowles pointed out that 
in his six years as governor 
he has appointed more women 
to high policy making posi- 
tions than any other chief 
executive. And speaking as a 


veteran p o 1 i t i c i a n , he ob- 
served that often it has been 
women's organizations that 
"have given the real jabs, the 
real support, the real impetus 
to needed legislation " 


Representatives Speak 


"Your deliberations can and 


will affect the attitudes of the 
legislators and other public 
officials," said Knowles. 


But it may take the time 


required to polish the gentle 
art of p e r s u a s i o n , added 
James N. Azim Jr. (R), 
Muscoda, and Dennis J. Conta 
(Dj, Milwaukee, both state 
representatives. 


The two had been asked to 


suggest ways to influence the 
legislation and the course of 
political history in a talk 
entitled, 
"Citizens, A Little 


Louder, Please." Each obliged 
with his own set of guidelines 
illustrating at l e a s t one 
premise held in common: that 
legislators s h o u l d be ap- 
proached as the individuals 
they are. 


"There's no magic method 


of g e t t i n g through," said 
Azim, speaking from the ex- 
perience of two and a half 
terms. From a personal point 
of view, however, he admitted 
to preferring the soft sell, 
relying on an honest, sincere 
presentation once the citizen 
has made reasonable contact 


by letter, over the telephone 
or in person. 


Need Dialogue 


Then, stressed Azim, it's 


the legislator's turn to express 
his opinions. "Find out where 
they stand without being or> 
noxious," he urged. Somewhat 
critical of the title of the talk, 
Azim added, "I'm not so sure 
that it's necessary to be 
louder. We've got plenty of 
noise and the rhetoric gets a 
little heavy." 


About to serve his first 


term w i t h the Assembly, 
Conta based his presentation 
on observation and reading. 
Noting that the successful 
lobbyist is one who under- 
stands the legislator and the 
correct avenues of approach, 
he a d v i s e d constructing 
"political philosophical pro- 
files" of the lawmakers. 


The Hard Truth 


To what degrees does he 


make decisions based on pub- 
lic or private interest? Is he 
election or issue oriented, and 
does he consider 
fact or 


public opinion? The answers 
to t h e s e three questions 
should indicate the most ef- 
fective way to win the legis- 
lator's support, whether the 
c i t i z e n reciprocates with 
legitimate tangible or intan- 
gible favors. 


"We would all like politi- 


cians to be selfless individuals 
who always vote in the public 
interest. But they're all hu- 
man and they vote in a 
combination of public and 
private interests with the pri 
mary interest being their own 
political survival. And that is 
based partially on pleasing 
constituents,'' said Conta. 


He offered proof that the 


voter can make himself heard 
after election with the recent 
letter writing campaign urg- 
ing public aid to private 
schools, citing it as one of the 
most successful in recent his- 
tory. 


Whether by letter, telephone 


or p e r s o n a l visits, other 
workshop participants hoped 
women 
would provide the 


impetus for similar move- 
ments in behalf of a variety 
of issues. 


Pleas for Environment 


John Beale, deputy secre- 


tary of the Department of 
Natural Resources, u r g e d 
support of future legislation 
monitoring all disposal from 
any mill, establishing metro- 
politan sewage systems, regu-

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — 


Former Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk says the only way 
to block politically inspired 
kidnapers is to stand fast 
against their demands even if 
it imperils the lives of their 
victims.

"We must show this kind of 


kidnaping does not pay re- 
sults," said Rusk.

Cross Freed; In Excellent Health 


MONTREAL (AP) — British 


envoy James Richard Cross was 
freed today after spending 60 
days in a windowless room 
watched over around the clock 
by Quebec separatiorrists armed 
with submachine guns. 


Despite his long ordeal, a doc- 


tor's report said Cross was "in 
excellent" condition, except for 
the loss of 22 pounds due to the 
poor quality of food he was fed. 


Cuban intermediaries handed 


Cross over after the Canadian 
government flew his captors to 
political asylum in Cuba. Cross 
was driven to the Jewish Gener- 
al Hospital for a checkup. 


In a taped interview on televi- 


sion, Cross declared: "It's al- 
most like being out of hell—per- 
haps purgatory would be a bet- 
ter expression.' 


He referred to all the days 


since his abduction Oct. 5 when 
he never saw the sun.

State University could be a 
leader in getting Esperanto 
established in the educational

Perhaps with the kind of 


permanent 
linguistic 


awareness that Esperanto is 
capable of arousing, Latin 
itself will make a comeback. 
And, who knows, classical 
Greek may even become a 
universal educational staple. 


One final word. During my 


experience as a high school 
teacher of languages and 
other subjects, I noted that the 
students had been brain- 
washed into believing that 
Latin was a requirement for 
admission to college. One 
wonders how many high 
school students were recruited 
into their Latin classes under 
this pretext?

An 
article in the autumn, 1970, 
Listen magazine reports the 
conclusions of a Texas A. & M. 
University study of 103 non- 
smoking children. Only 30 
minutes in a smoking en- 
vironment significantly in* 
creases heart rate, the 
systolic and diastolic blood 
pressure, and the amount of 
carbon monoxide in the blood. 
This occurred in children of 
both sexes and from smoking 
and non-smoking homes. 
There have been reports of 
other tests proving that 
children from smoking homes 
have 
more . respiratory 


illnesses, especially in colder 
climates. Asthmatics and 
those allergic to smoke of all 
ages suffer greatly. 


Just because smokers are 


ignorant of or do not wish to 
acknowledge these facts 
doesn't mean they should be 
permitted to violate our civil 
rights. Nor should we be 
subject 
to these health 


hazards 
in 
our 
public 


buildings that are supported 
by our tax money. If a person 
chooses to seek public office 
he should be prepared to 
discontinue his "habit" while 
processing 
government 


business or let that job for 
dearer minds. 


Why is it that people who dc 


not smoke say they don't like 
it and it bothers them but not 
many take significant action 
against smoking? Are they 
afraid of the aggressive ten- 
dencies of smokers? Do they 
fear reprisals? Why aren't 
more people of influence tak- 
ing steps to insure non- 
smoker's human rights, to be 
able to breathe purer air? Are 


the ones who do not bow to the 
tobacco plant bowing to the 
tobacco companies?' Is it 
greed the reason more hasn't 
been accomplished to create a 
clean air environment inside 
our buildings? 


If the answers to these 


questions are no, then let's 
have a stiffening of policy 
regarding rules governing no 
smoking. Regulations could be 
better enforced by non- 
smokers banding together in 
a united effort to clean up our 
indoor atmosphere. Smokers 
who realize their potential 
destructive powers and quit 
smoking might display good 
will by joining us. The non- 
smoking majority really 
shouldn't have to be subject to 
the harmful habits of the 
minority.

The Neenah-Menasha Sewerage Mess 


An attorney for the Department of 


Natural Resources is recommending 
that the attorney general proceed 
against the cities of Neenah and 
Menasha and their joint sewerage 
commission for noncompliance with 
state orders to improve their sewage 
treatment system. 


Unfortunately the evidence which led 


the attorney to make this recom- 
mendation is not available today 
because the attorney closed the hearing 
on the matter to the press and public at 
Green Bay Thursday. 


The Post-Crescent believed that the 


public had a compelling interest in these 
proceedings and protested to top of- 
ficials in the DNR over the closing of the 
hearing. The result was that the hearing 
was opened up, but only after most of the 
proceedings were concluded. 


We are wondering today, however, 


how many similar proceedings have 
been conducted in secrecy in the past, 
and we certainly hope that the depart- 
ment will resolve to conduct this type of 
public business in public in the future. 


The Neenah-Menasha 
Sewerage 


Commission has been dumping raw, 
untreated 
sewage into Little Lake 


Buttes des Morts for many years now, 
and certainly every citizen of this area 
has a compelling interest in what steps 
the Twin Cities and the state are going to 
take to clean up the mess. 


There is a long history of secrecy 


surrounding the whole matter. For 
many years the 
Neenah-Menasha 


Commission held all its meetings in 


secrecy. The press finally was able to 
open this proceedings to public in- 
spection, and that's 
when 
the 


inadequacies of the commission's 
operations first became general public 
knowledge. 


At present, the commission is in non- 


compliance with an order issued by the 
DNR in March of this year to disinfect 
all sewage treatment plant effluent and 
bypassed sewage, and to put in. 
operation facilities to handle all solids 
from the sewage treatment plant 
clarifiers, thus reducing bypassing of 
raw sewage to the Fox River. 


It also is making no significant 


progress toward an order to place in 
operation by Sept. 30, 1972 facilities to 
adequately treat all wastes and waters 
tributary to the sanitary sewer system, 
and a subsequent order to bring its 
treatment operations up to the latest 
state standards by 1975. 


At the same time the Neenah- 


Menasha Commission is actively op- 
posing the plan for a metropolitan 
sewerage system 
advanced by the 


Council of Governments. The Com- 
mission insists on going it alone despite 
its past history of inadequacy and the 
expressed policy of the federal and state 
governments 
to 
encourage 
the 


development of regional treatment 
systems, because of the efficiencies and 
economies 
of 
handling 
sewage 


treatment on a large volume basis. 


It is certainly time that the attorney 


general's office should concern itself 
with the Neenah-Menasha situation. 


The Amazing Case of the Lithuanian Sailor 


President Nixon'is quite right in 


demanding a full explanation of the 
Coast Guard action in refusing sanc- 
tuary to a Lithuanian on board a Soviet 
fishing trawler. 


A Coast Guard cutter, Vigilant, had 


been tied to the Russian ship while 
negotiations on fishing rights were under 
way. The Lithuanian sailor told one of 
the Americans that he intended to jump 
into the sea and try to reach the 
American ship once they had been 
separated. But he jumped sooner and 
was hauled on board the American 
cutter. Then for amazing reasons, the' 
Coast Guard officials gave the Russians 
permission to board their ship, beat the 
man into unconsciousness and take him 
back to the Soviet ship. His future is 
obviously a dim one. 


Ever since its birth the United States 


has been considered a refuge for 
political dissidents from other countries. 
Special laws have been passed by 
Congress to raise national quotas from 
countries taken over by dictatorial 
regimes. We subsidize refugee flights 
from Cuba. Hundreds of thousands of 
men, women and children have been 
welcomed by the United States and 
Western Europe in their flights from 
Communist Eastern Europe, the Soviet 
Union as well as during World War II 
those who fled the Nazis. 


The first explanation of this action— 


or lack of it—was that important fishing 
righlv. negotiations might be endanger- 


ed had the Coast Guard refused the 
Russians permission to take back the 
sailor. The appalling interpretation of 
.this statement is that the Coast Guard — 
and perhaps some of the other American 
military if the atrocities we hear about 
in Vietnam are true — have lost their 
feeling for the importance of the in- 
dividual. If "su .pected" Viet Cong are 
summarily executed, if "suspect" 
villages are bombed, if grenades are 
tossed into huts to find out whether they 
are occupied, and now if we permit the 
kind of thing to happen that did in the 
Atlantic, what in the world are we 
fighting for? The Coast Guard even lent 
the Russians a lifeboat to return the 
senseless man to the other ship. We've 
given refuge to former dictators from 
Latin America but is one Lithuanian 
going to upset American-Soviet relations 
so greatly? 


Whatever else may be said of the 


move it is going to upset a lot of people 
about the promise of freedom in the 
United States. It will bolster the claims 
of our young revolutionists that the 
military CvStablishment is out of control. 


The Coast Guard officer who made, 


the decision ought to be made to write a 
million times the poern carved at the 
base of our Statue of Liberty: "Give me 
your tired, your poor, your huddled 
masses yearning to breathe free, the 
wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 
Send these, the homeless, tempest-tost 
to me, I lift my lamp beside the golden 
door!" 


Private Incentive on the Farm 


There has been concern over a couple 


of decades that the "family farm" in the 
United States would become a relic of 
the past. The large farms, based on 
industrial methods — and sometimes 
with large subsidies as well for not 
growing something or other — are 
claimed to be more efficient. 


But just the opposite is true in the 


Soviet Union and there are red Russian 
faces about it. 


The majority of grain farming in 


Russia is done on cooperatives with 
central 'control and planning. This last 
year there was a bumper crop. But each 
collective farmer is permitted to have a 
private plot, usually limited to only one 
acre. This makes up only 3 per cent of 
the total farm acreage — but 40 per cent 
of the meat and milk, 60 per cent of the 
eggs and a great deal of the vegetables 
come from this private sector. 


Recently an ideological leader in the 


Communist Party, Politburo Member 
Mikhail Suslov, urged local governing 


bodies to help farmers buy cattle, find 
fodder and pasture and .help in the 
marketing of the produce from the 
private plots. In addition there are plans 
for incentives for farmers to work 
together on a much more local control 
basis than comes from 
the large 


cooperatives. So far the government is 
not officially behind the plan but it is 
being tried despite the ideological conflict 
with the Communist emphasis upon 
central planning and control. 


Yugoslavia long ago moved away 


from 
the 
concept 
of 
complete 


cooperative control of agriculture. Even 
the Chinese have been forced to make 
some concessions to private incentive, if 
not true ownership. 


There's a lot more to eat for a lot 


more peasants than in the days of the 
Czars. But communism is far behind the 
Western capitalist countries in farming 
output. The human nature of taking 
pride in one's property and achievement 
has not yet been overcome by socialist 
ideology.

over 500,000. There would be 
full-page ads in the paper, 
campus protests, the whole 
bit. This would be, in fact, the 
right response, one that would 
receive my full support But, 
as I've said before, there can 
be no place for moral double- 
bookkeeping. 


What does Senator Kennedy 


think of this government- 
sponsored betrayal of the 
right of asylum? Even though 
it occurred in his state, I have 
yet to hear his trumpet sound. 
Let us listen for it.

administration. 


No Legal Change 


Sen. 
Schreiber habitually 


linked his name with that of 
the head of the ticket during 
their campaign against the 
Republicans after they were 
nominated. No doubt Lucey 
noticed and reflected that it 
was a useful association, in 
view of Schreiber's easy 
nomination over several 
rivals with the help of his 
strong voting base in strategic 
Milwaukee. 


But in the post-election 


planning operations of the 
governor - designate the 
"team" association is super- 
fluous and misleading. 


The rank and functions of 


the lieutenant governor have 
not changed. He continues 
merely as the presiding of- 
ficer of the State Senate, and 
as the man who will oc- 
casionally take over the

Marty Schreiber is an am- 


bitious young man with a good 
opinion of his qualities and . 
talents. He is entitled to it on 
his performance at a tender 
age. But he may very well be 
over-extending himself in the 
definition of his role — and his 
belated complaints about the 
salary of the office he so 
eagerly 
sought may be 


dangerously revelatory. 


He said not a word about the 


inadequacy of the $7,500 pay 
for the nominal functions of 
Ms office when he sought it 
with such persistence and 
^vigor. Now he is demanding 
that a lame duck legislature 
enact a salary increase for 
statewide constitutional of- 
ficers before the new ad- 
ministration is installed — 
meaning a boost for him 
before it is too late.

Nobody who voted for 
Schreiber, it is probably safe 
to assume, expected that he 
would get less pay because he 
was being promoted from the 
ranks of junior state senators, 
or that he would actually be 
losing a legislative pay boost 
because he was leaving the 
floor to take the podium. 


Nevertheless, the timing is 


unfortunate. A more prudent 
man would have raised the 
issue before the election. His 
belated realization that he 
must pay a penalty for the 
rank and satisfaction of higher 
office probably won't wash 
with a public opinion already 
skeptical about political 
salary maneuverings.

within the U.S., as contrasted 
with our war spending and our. 
"luxury" spending. We need 
more hospitals, better mental 
institutions, 
effective 


rehabilitation centers for 
juvenile offenders and drug 
addicts, and a host of other 
social apparatus to cure or 
alleviate a dozen disorders in 
the community — and all 
these areas are hurting for 
money. 


Yet we blithely permit 


billions to be poured into 
military experiments of 
dubious value, without even 
questioning their necessity or 
validity — and those few who 
do are promptly labeled 
"unpatriotic." 
But genuine 


patriotism means wanting 
what is best for one's country, 
and demanding sufficient 
information to be able to make 
a rational decision. 


As long as we imagine that 


we are "squandering" money 
on foreign aid and "sub- 
sidizing" the UN for huge 
amounts, we are living in a 
fantasy world of our own 
making; while the real 
squanderers go on their merry 
way unencumbered by the 
candid scrutiny of an in- 
formed electorate.
